for the corresponding period last year; 
or $13,339,582 for the entire twelve 
months In 1918-1919. 
According to 


the comptroller's estimate, this year's 
total will exceed $18,000,000 before 
June 80, next. 


Tbe 
comptroller'** conclusion 
is 


based upon last year's monthly aver- 
age, expected to continue during the 
remaining seven and one-half months. 
So far this year the average has ex- 
ceeded such amount, more than $4,- 
000,000 having been received in Sep- 
tember. Since November 1, 12,507,- 
398 .was paid* in. While it cannot be 
expected that this record will con- 
tinue, it is apparent that the total 
taxes for the remaining seven and 
one-half months will greatly exceed 
any former by at least $7,000,000. 


Each month considerable additional 


work is necessary to reach a large 
number of delinquent estates, where 
the period of eighteen months al- 
lowed, has expired. 
Most of such 


cases affect estates liable to the pay- 
ment of a small tax, where the delay 
in payment is due to failure to report 
to the state. Many, however, prove 
to be "exempt estates," where the 
amount allowed exceeds tbe total of 
the bequest, when no tax is necessary. 
Nevertheless, approximately $50,000 is 
recovered annually from this source. 


THE BEST OF THE RAILWAYS. 
The best of the principal railways 


of the Eastern United States, so far 
as promptness Mi passenger service is 
concerned, is the Delaware A Hudson. 
During the month ot October, when 
2,971 passenger trains were operated, 
97 per cent of them reached their 
terminals on time. The only other 
railroad in the entire east which did 
as .well was the Lehigh & New Eng- 
land, which ran only 81 trains and 
whosa record was halt •> per cent, 
better. When compared with the larg- 
er systems, those which had 1,000 
trains or better during the month, it 
surpasses them all. 


As locally of interest it may be not- 


ed that the Erie had 96.9 per cent, of 
its passenger trains on time, th'e D. 
It, & "W., 92.2; the TJtster & Delaware 
91.77; the 
O. & W., 
88.85, 
and 


the Central 89.4. It may also be noted 
as another feature of D. A H. pas- 
senger service to be recalled, the road 
still maintains Its high mark of safety, 
not a serious accident of any kind oc- 
curring to a passenger train. 


HIGHWAY PROGRAM FOR 1*30. 


State Roads to be Constructed Daring 


Next Twelve Months. 


A bulletin issued Saturday by the 


State Highway department states that 
plans have been completed for the 
construction of 725 Vi miles ot slat' 
highway In the various counties dur 
ing the spring and summer of 1920 
These highways, as listed, will be ad 
vertlsed for contracts during the nex 
four months, in order that work may 
begin early in May, the purpose being 
to have a majority of them complete) 
during one working season. By this 
plan of winter letting, contractors wll 
be able to assemble plant and material 
and make financial and other pre- 
liminary arrangements la advance of 
•cutal operations. 


In Otsego county the only work to 


be advertised is what is known aa the 
Sidney (tap. which is a grade crossing 
elimination, the work to be of concrete 
or bituminous macadam; and the 
Cherry Valley - Sharon Spring* road. 
a Joint undertaking in the counties of 
Schoharie and Otsego. The road is 
7 S3 miles in lergth and the construc- 
tion I* to be of concrete.

we would bave such lawns that our 
foreign cousins have several hundred 
ye.irs the start of us and It takes time 
to make a real lawn. Any grounds 
keeper will tell yt>u that no lawn 
cati be built without unremitting la- 
bor, oncl Intelligent labor Is difficult 
to obtain, so therefore If one man 
ran do the work of two we will bave 
more aud better lawns. 


"The best turf grasses, according 


to Piper & Oakley, are the Creeping 
Bent, which is a very fine grass for 
putting greens in the North, although 
the Velvet Bent Is sometimes pre- 
ferred. The Rhode Island Bent Is 
slightly coarser and darker, and Bed 
Fesque Is sometimes a favorite. 


"The Kentucky blue grass If kept 


closely cropped Is sometimes used 
for preens, but It Is more suitable 
for the fairway. Red top and Cana- 
dian blue grass are better for gen- 
eral lawn expanse and fairways of 
golf courses. 


"Grnss should not be cut too short 


und therefore must, In the growing 
seasons, be cut more frequently," 
says Mr. John F. Peters, a Chicago 
tractor expert. "It has been the study 
of engineers to devise some way to 
mow n lawn rapidly and inexpensive- 
ly. In spring and fall when the 
ground is wet and soggy the horse 
mowers cannot well be used because 
the Imprint of the horses' feet leaves 
thf ground hummocky. If yon have 


ever noticed a bog yon will realize 
what tbe tramping of cattle has done 
In swamp land. 


"This is true of tbe surface of our 


lawns in parks, cemeteries, golf 
courses and public grounds, and it is 
almost Impossible without the use of 
a heavy roller, which is so much ex- 
tra work, to keep the ground smooth 
and level. The ordinary tractor Is 
too heavy for the work and hence 
not economical. 


"The superintendent of the park 


board of Minneapolis has made a 
test with a email Beeman garden 
tractor equipped with three 30-inch 
mowers and a team equipped with 
mowers of similar width. The results 
were that the tractor cut In 3% 
hours what it took the team six 
hours to cut. He estimates that the 
horse outfit cost him $9 a day of 
eight hours while the tractor cost 
for the same time $4.35. He says also 
that he can work his tractor 16 
hours a day if he chooses, and be- 
sides the expense of maintaining the 
horses Is just about as great each - 
day they are not working, while the 
expense of the tractor stops. v

equipped with power mowers, be 
could take entire charge of a golf 
course and keep the fairway In prime 
condition. 


"It Is hardly fair to penalize ama-

The discovery usually ha» been 
followed by a claim from the crown 
for the greater part of the product, 
nr.d the miners have not found the 
business a paying one. 


Some years back Mr. Prlchard Mor- 


gan invested a considerable sum In de- 
veloping some of these mines, but tbt 
authorities claimed the greater part 
of the output, and though the gold 
seeker sought the aid of the courts he 
lost his case on the ground that all 
gold TOKB the property of the king. 


Since that period little attention has 


been given to these gold bearing dis- 
tricts. Jnst before King George V mar- 
ried Queen Mary a certain amount of 
work was done with the object of col- 
lecting enough Welsh gold to make 
the wedding ring.

moters to be repaid for their expendi- 
ture of capital and labor costs?

DOUBLES OATS CROP

Farmer Flnda That Grose-Breeding 


Brings Good Result*. 


By cross breed'u? oats, William 


Schumacher, a farmer near Waverly. 
La., has developed an onts crop which 
during the last two years has amount- 
ed to double that of -ds neighbors. 
This year his crop averaged eighty 
bushels to the acre. Nearby crops aver- 
aged thirty to forty bushels. 
Last 


year Schumacher's crop average waa 
102 bushels. 


Schumacher began breedlrig bats 


nine years ago. The start was made 
with three kernels. The oats was cross- 
bred at that time with pollen from 
Ames. Since that time he has care- 
fully selected the best stalks from big 
fields. This year the product from bis 
original three grains of oats was 2,400 
bushels, and in sorting out the best 
producing bills' he found one • kernel 
that produced twelve stalks of oats, 
The total number of seeds the one 
kernel produced was 2,410. The nor- 
mal production from one stalk la fifty 
kernels. 


Stockmen Are Delighted With Reduc- 


tion* Made In Wild Animal Plague 


In the Last Three Years— _ 


Cause of Heavy Lasace. 


Washington, D. CV-Wild, predatory 


animals In the West have had a hard 
time this summer. Government hunt- 
ers reporting to the bureau of biolog- 
ical survey tell of great slaughter of 
the animals and some incidents where 
It almost was the other way round. 
Uncle Sam's bag of coyotes, wolves, 
mountain lions and lynxes cannot be 
counted yet, but enough data has come 
to hand to show that it will be a big 
one. 


One of the most interesting narra- 


tives of this exciting business comes 
from K. F. Pope, an Inspector of the 
service stationed in New Mexico. To 
give encouragement and assistance to 
the hunters located on ranches where 
their work is most needeu. Mr. Pope 
has traveled two thousand miles in 
that state. 


Stockmen Are Pleated. 


"Almost everywhere," he writes, "1 


found stockmen delighted with reduc- 
tions made in the wild animal' plague 
in the last three years. They eay 
that from an economic standpoint it is 
one of the most far reaching and sen- 
sible undertakings the government has 
yet attempted. Among the stockmen 
are the Fnllerton brothers, who have 
extensive sheep ranges on the fit 
Augustine plains west of Magdalena. 
Ever since they started they have suf- 
fered heavy animal losses from depre- 
dations of coyotes and wildcats, espe- 
cially during the lambing season. 


"Last winter one of our hunters was 


assigned to these ranges. He was 
handicapped by heavy snows and bad 
weather, but he got so many of the 
brutes that he virtually eliminated 
the pests from this section. A new 
hunter was assigned to the Infested 
ranch of Edward Otero not far away. 
While waiting for him I set a line ol 
twelve traps and distributed two hun- 
dred poison baits. My catch was five 
old coyotes, one of which was killed 
with a rifle at long range. • A few days 
after bis arrival the new hunter got 
two more coyotes and a brace of wild/ 
cats in the vicinity. For some time 
before that from three to six lambs 
had been lost every night" In ten days 
the hunter could find no more of the 
animals and moved to a neighboring 
ranch. 


Old Ones Are Wary. 


"There are many instances where 


the'younger-and less ehy coyotes and 
cats have been taken during the win- 
ter by fur hunters, leaving the oldei 
and more wary animals alive. These 
do the killing and keep the ranchet 
paying toll to their kind. I have notes 
In my field diary describing the work 
of the old coyote which I have men- 
tioned as having been killed with the 
rifle. This fellow bore evidence ol 
having been previously caught In a 
tr-.p from which he got away. Think- 
ing to escape again he made the effort 
resulting In his death. It often re- 
quires more time and effort to destro; 
this sort of coyote than it takes to get 
the younger ones, but the value of the 
results obtained Is very much greater.' 


Mr. Pope says settlers find it hard 


to build up large herds or flocks un- 
der the constant onslaughts of beasts 
of prey. The elimination of the pest: 
is giving them encouragement and in- 
creasing their sheep and cattle. Game 
animals with the passing of their en- 
emies also are getting more numer- 
ous. "We have records," says Mr. 
Pope, "of antelope- being constant); 
seen in timbered sections from which 
wolves, lions and cats have been erad- 
icated, the deer, no doubt, having be- 
come aware that their dread foes nc 
longer are there to spring upon them 
from cover. It is my own observation 
that wild game in some sections of 
the state is Increasing under protec- 
tive measures now being taken."

Brazil baa been able to export to 


Europe foodstuffs which a few years 
ago she was not able to supply to 
herself. In the same way animal hus- 
bandry Is making strides which point 
to making meat products one of the 
country's chief exports. While Bra- 
zil has always been a wttle prodtfr 
Ing country, it Is only during the last 
three or four years that she has been 
looked upon as a world supplier. More 
recently several large modern pack- 
Ing houses have been constructed or 
projected. These are financed princi- 
pally by American packing Interests. 


In the last year the federal govern- 


ment, through the agricultural depart- 
ment, has devoted considerable atten- 
tion to the Importation and purchase 
of animals of pare bloqd. It Is pro- 
posed to carry on an extensive educa- 
tional campaign among the live stock 
breeders of Brazil to Improve the 
standard of cattle. For this purpose 
the government Intends to make lib- 
eral mone; appropriations.

Or. Marquis Bring* Back Pitiful Tales 


of the Havoc Wrought by .Influ- 


•nza— Whole Villages Are 


Wiped Out 


Newport. — Turned back by an 1m- 


penetrable tce-fleld within 68 miles of 
his goal. Dr. John A. Marquis, general 
secretary of the board o' home mis- 
sions of the I'resby'ertan church of 
the United States, was forced to re- 
turn to New York without reaching 
his destination nt Point Barrow, Alas- 
ka, the northernmost mission In the 
world operated by the Presbyterian 
church 
Dr. Marquis left New York June 23 


ami sailed from Seattle July 7 to 
Nome, wliere lie hoarded the Cnltedi 
States coast guanl sen Ice steamer 
Bear, to reach Point Barrow, but for 
the «?econd time within t\\o jears this 
doughty little craft nlth Its hardy 
crew ^as unable to buck thf terrific 
ice Jam of the nrctlc. For eight days 
the sturdy boat battled, but Onally on 
August 15 It was force.1 to turn back. 
The supplies for Point Barrow were un- 
loaded at Point Hope, 330 miles south 
of. that town. Prom here It Is expected 
that sledges will be able to carry some 
of them to the needy people at, Point 
Barrow. 
"Last year," says Dr. Marquis, "the 


Bear was able to get within 25 miles 
of Point Barrow, but the steady winds 
this year had forced the Ice masses 
down farther south than they had been 
for years. 


Ice at Latitude 70/2. 


"Massive fields of Ice were reached 


when we were at latitude 70% degrees, 
Captain P. H. Cberroth, U. S. N., In 
charge of the Bear, declared the ice 
was the worst known since 1826." 


fc Dr. Marquis went to Alaska to see 
about the appeal from the people there 
for the erection of a hospital at Point 
Barrow and also to study the oppor- 
tunities for Presbyterian mission and 
school work generally In Alaska, par- 
ticularly since the Influenza epidemic 
last year wrought such havoc. Be 
returns with interesting stories of the 
work and with pitiful tales of the ter- 
rible havoc wrought by the "flu," 
which In some sections wiped out 
whole villages. 


On leaving Seattle July T, Dr. Mar- 


qnls took passage to the Aleutian isl- 
ands and thence to Nome. At Nome 
passage was taken on the Bear and 
for six weeks Dr. Marquis was on this 


government vessel. Prom Kome Dr. 
Marquis tu>nt to 8t. Lawn-nee Islands 
and thence to Siberia, font Ing Slb<«- 
rla. the nest stop was at t|io Dlamede 
Inlands, and then to Cape 1'rlnce o| 
Wales, the westernmost point of the 
American continent, about four hours 
west of Seattle. 


Upon this trip the vessel'! coal sop- 


ply ran low and the Bear had to put 
back from Cape Prince of Wales to 
Nome for recoiling. Leaving Nome the 
vessel began Its journey to Point Bar- 
row. Kotzebue sound was entered and 
stop was made at the village, where 
the Society of friends had excellent 
missions, and then the Bear went 
north to Klvatlna. where no mission 
field* are established, but which a few 
missionaries visit at Intervals. .From 
this point'Dr. Marquis went to Point 
Hope, which until recently was one of 
the most famous whaling stations In 
the arctic regions. From there the 
great but futile attempt northward 
was made toward Point Barrow. 


Dr. Marquis on his return trip gave 


special study to the conditions as left 
by the Influenza epidemic. As a result 
he brings back with him pitiful stories 
of the terrible ravages wrought by 
this epidemic among the Eskimos. 


Whole Villages Wiped Out 


In Nome alone, says Dr. Marquis, 


over 50 per cent of the Eskimo popula- 
tion was wiped out almost overnight, 
and In other sections of the country 
whole villages of igloos were swept 
nway. In one town of 800 only thirteen 
adults were left alive, and small vil- 
lages of twenty Igloos or so with all 
Inhabitants frozen stiff. Tn one case 
one little girt and a baby were found 
alive In a village. This child bad "kept 
herself from freezing to death by re- 
maining wrapped up In bed with the 
baby beside her. Tbe condensed milk 
which sustained her life she also took 
to bed with her. There had been no 
fire In the villages for days and the 
temperature was 50 degrees below 
zero. 
' 


According to Dr. Marquis, the Eski- 


mos showed practically no resistance 
to Influenza and went down almost 
without a fight. Among the foreigners 
the mortality was about the same as 
In similar communities In the United 
States. 


We Knew What He Meant 


A German prisoner was brought in 


and questioned by the American intelli- 
gence officer. After the questioning the 
prisoner, who spoke English with a 
London accent said that he had a 
question fctaak. "I IBM not understand 
what that soldier wbe bayoneted me 
meant" 
he remarked 
plaintively. 


There were three of us, Caspar and 
Max and me. This soldier came run- 
ning at us and we all put our hands In 
the air np and said 'Kamerad.' But he 
shot Caspar and Max and put this bay- 
onet into me and then he went running 
tight on. And all he said was, 'Aw, go 
chase yourself!' I can not understand 
what that soldier should mean." And 
the officer explained that the Tank 
had merely remarked that he was in a 
great hurry. 


SEEK JOBS FOB CONVICTS 


Dr. E. E. Dnddlng. founder and head 


of the Prisoners' Relief society, and 
bis assistant Mis« Evelyn Abbott 
The society has organized a campaign 
to raise a million dollan from a mil- 
lion-apeople. One of Its chief activi- 
ties is the placing of ex-convicts la 
suitable jobs, 3,000 having been placed 
last year. The headquarters of. the 
society are in Washington. Doctor 
Dudding IB himself an ex-convict who 
has devoted his life to prison relief 
work without pay.
